“We opened schools in the fall 


school is approximately 30 pupils 
to the teacher, it is easy to under- 
stand that every 30 additional pu- 
pils means an ‘additional teacher 
and an additional cost to the tax 
payer.” 

For last September the total en- 
rollment was 2056 while the pro- 
fessional survey predicted only 
1757. For next September Supt. 
Sherman estimates an enrollment 
of 2300 which is far beyond the 
forecast made back in 1949. 

At the last town meeting the 
moderator was authorized to ap 
point a school housing Planning 
committee to investigate school 
housing conditions and formulate 
long-range school building plans. 

These figures secured by the 
assistant assessors should be of 
great value to the committee in 
making its study.
